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Kerry’s Long List of Maybes 

Campaign offers few clues as hunt for running mate begins 
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ORLANDO, FLA. I Nomination well in hand, 
Democrat John Kerry took the initial steps 
Wednesday toward selecting a No. 2 for his 
ticket, with options that include governors from 
the Midwest and Southwest, former campaign 
rivals and a larger-than-life former first lady. 

Kerry remained mum about potential 
political partners, describing it as a private 
and personal process. 

With 19 years in the Senate, Kerry may 
look outside Washington to governors such 
as Tom Vilsack of Iowa, Mark Warner of 


Virginia or Janet Napolitano of Arizona. 

Kerry may also look to a former rival who 
has built afund-raising network and has expe- 
rience campaigning. North Carolina Sen. John 
Edwards, Missouri Rep. Dick Gephardt and 
retired Army Gen. Wesley Clark all endorsed 
Kerry when they exited the race and have 
pledged to support his campaign. 

New York Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton has 
repeatedly said she intends to complete her 
term, which ends in 2006, but has not ruled 
out running for president in 2008 if Bush is 


re-elected. If Kerry is well- 
positioned to win the race 
this year, however, Clinton 
may find the ticket too 
attractive to pass up. 

The Kerry campaign 
was vague about its timeta- 
ble. The benefit of a quick 
decision is a partner to help 
in spreading the message and raising money. 
The disadvantage is instantly eliminating 
the one question mark that might keep the 
public captivated, nedra pickler (ap)

Portland hands out

PORTLAND, ORE. I Gay and lesbi- 
an couples started tying the knot 
in Portland on Wednesday after 
the county issued same-sex mar- 
riage licenses, joining the rapid- 
ly spreading national movement 
from San Francisco and upstate 
New York. 

About 50 people lined up for 
a sudden chance to wed after a 
Multnomah County commission- 
er said she would begin issuing the 
licenses to same-sex couples. 

Meanwhile, New York’s attorney 
general joined the national debate, 
saying current law prohibits same- 
sex weddings but that he would leave 
it to the courts to decide if the law is 
constitutional. 

“I personally would like to see the 
law changed, but must respect the law 
as it now stands,” Attorney General 
Eliot Spitzer said in a statement 
obtained by The Associated Press. 

Both sides of the polarizing issue 
have been waiting for Spitzer’s opin- 
ion since Friday, when the mayor of 
New Paltz, a college town 75 miles 
north of Manhattan, married 25 
same-sex couples without licenses. 


Village Mayor Jason West has been 
charged with 19 criminal counts and 
could face jail time. 

On Wednesday, Nyack, N.Y, 
Mayor John Shields said he would 
also start marrying gay couples and 
planned to seek a license himself to 


marry his same-sex partner. 

However, Spitzer said Wednesday 
that New York’s law contains ref- 
erences to “bride and groom” and 
“husband and wife” and does not 
authorize same-sex marriage.

FBI Disseminates Photos 
Of Child-Porn Suspects 


WASHINGTON | The FBI announced 
a new effort Wednesday to dissem- 
inate photographs of unidentified 
child pornographers on television 
and the Internet in hopes they will 
be recognized. 

The first two suspects arrested 
were identified after their photos 
aired recently on the “America’s 
Most Wanted” television show. 
The FBI also will post images on its 
Web site and possibly through other 
TV and print media, officials said. 

Stacey Bradley, a supervisory spe- 
cial agent in the Baltimore FBI field 
office, said thousands of images of 
unknown adults and children are 
found on computers, in Internet 
chat rooms and elsewhere during 
child molestation investigations. 


“It’s still occurring every day to 
our children in the United States,” 
Bradley said at a news conference. 
“They’re all over the Internet.” 

The initiative is part of the FBI’s 
“Innocent Images” program, which 
is based in the Baltimore FBI office, 
to combat sexual exploitation of 
children on the Internet. Since the 
program began in 1995, more than 
3,000 people have been arrested. 

What’s new about the initiative 
announced Wednesday is that the 
FBI and Justice Department are 
seeking “John Doe” grand jury 
indictments of the unidentified sus- 
pects. That has rarely been done in 
child exploitation cases, partly for 
fear that a lookalike could be mis- 
takenly arrested, curt anderson (ap) 


Lifting Luggage 
Dangerous for 
Airport Screeners 

WASHINGTON! Lifting and search- 
ing all those bags is taking a toll 
on airport screeners, resulting in 
injury and illness that is the high- 
est among federal employees. 

Back strains are common. Other 
injuries include cuts when a screen- 
er reaches into a bag to check for 
sharp objects, or bumps, bruises and 
even broken bones after suitcases 
fall on feet and hands, according to 
a recently released federal report.

Haiti’s Rebels to Lay Down Weapons 


Tentative end to violent rebellion that killed 130 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I WithU.S. 
Marines starting to patrol Haiti’s 
capital, rebel leader Guy Philippe 
announced that his men would 
lay down their arms, signaling an 
end to a monthlong rebellion that 
claimed at least 130 lives. 

“Now that there are foreign 
troops promising to protect the 
Haitian people ... we will lay down 
our arms,” Philippe told a news 
conference. The rebels then aban- 
doned the former army headquar- 
ters, which they moved into upon 
arriving in the capital Monday. 

Interim President Boniface 
Alexandre, making his first address 
to the nation since he was sworn 
in Sunday, asked rebels to help 
rebuild Haiti, the Western hemi- 


sphere’s poorest nation. He also 
asked loyalists to exiled Haitian 
President Jean-Bertrand Aristide 
to disarm, assuring them that 
Aristide’s Lavalas party will “play 
a role in the democratic process that 
we are starting.” 

Meanwhile, the 15-nation 
Caribbean Community called 
Wednesday for an independent 
international inquiry, possibly 
headed by the United Nations, into 
allegations by Aristide that he was 
forced from office Sunday by the 
United States, said Jamaican Prime 
Minister P. J. Patterson, chairman 
of the regional bloc. US. officials 


have denied the charges. 

Aristide remained in the Central 
African Republic, where a US.-gov- 
ernment chartered plane had taken 
him after he left Haiti on Sunday.

Sunnis, Shiites in 
Iraq Pull Together 


A somber, deliberate 
show of unity after 
attaeks on Shiites 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Shiite clerics joined 
Sunni preachers in a march of thou- 
sands Wednesday, trying to keep 
sectarian passions in check after 
a horrific attack on Shiite pilgrims 
that raised fears of civil war. 

U.S. and Iraqi officials dis- 
agreed over how many people died 
in Tuesday’s bombings in Baghdad 
and Karbala. The Iraqi Governing 
Council said 271 people were killed. 
U.S. officials put the toll at 117. 

The attacks — at some of the holi- 
est Shiite shrines and on the most 
sacred day in the Shiite calendar — 
threatened to turn Shiites against 
Sunnis if the bombers were found to 
have been Sunni extremists. 

But strife with the country’s 
Sunni minority would hardly be 
in the interests of the Shiites, who 
stand on the verge of achieving 


their dream of real political power 
after generations of suppression. 
Influential Shiite clergy appeared 
eager to keep passions in check. 

“We and our Sunni countrymen 
are, have been and always will be, 
brothers,” said Shiite preacher Amer 
al- Hussein, a senior aide to cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr, an outspoken 
opponent of the U.S. -led occupa- 
tion.

French Senate Passes Head Scarf Law 


PARIS I France’s parliament defini- 
tively adopted a law banning Islamic 
head scarves in public schools, with 
the Senate voting 276-20 vote in 
favor of the measure Wednesday. 

The National Assembly passed 
the legislation Feb. 10 in a 494-36 
vote. President Jacques Chirac must 
now sign the legislation into law. 
Chirac pressed for such a law, saying 


it was needed to protect the French 
principle of secularism. 

The law forbids religious apparel 
and signs that “conspicuously show” 
a student’s religious affiliation. 
Jewish skullcaps and large Christian 
crosses would also be banned. But 
authorities have made clear that it 
is aimed at removing Islamic head 
scarves from schools, (ap)

Opposition Looks for Help in 
Pressing Bid to Recall Chavez 

Venezuela’s opposition pleaded 
with international observers for 
help Wednesday in pressing a recall 
referendum against President Hugo 
Chavez, a day after elections ofhcials 
ruled that opponents lacked enough 
signatures to force a vote. The oppo- 
sition said they handed in more than 


3 million signatures in December, 
but the National Elections Council 
said Tuesday 1.8 million signatures 
were valid and that another 1.1 mil- 
lion signatures maybe authentic — 
but only if citizens come forward to 
confirm they signed. 

Rioting subsided in several cit- 
ies, but opposition leaders warned of 
more unrest and another march was 
planned in Caracas for Thursday. At 
least seven people have died since 
demonstrations erupted Friday, 
officials said, (ap)

Hunt for wanted men 
stepped up ahead of 
possible withdrawal 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Israel killed 
three Hamas militants in a missile 
attack on a car Wednesday, the sec- 
ond such strike in five days and a 
sign that Israel is intensifying its 
hunt for wanted men ahead of a 
proposed withdrawal from much 
of the Gaza Strip. 

The helicopter gunship fired two 
missiles at the car, turning it into 
a fireball. Bystanders tried to put 
out the fire with sand and by beat- 
ing the wreckage with jackets and 
scarves. One man, using a blanket, 
lifted a charred body out of the car 
and heaved it onto a stretcher. 

The Israeli military said one of 
those killed, 24 -year- old Tarad 
Jamal, was behind several road- 
side bombings and rocket attacks 
on Israelis. 

On its Web site, Hamas indicat- 
ed that the three men were about to 
carry out an attack. “The three mar- 
tyrs were on a holy mission when the 
Zionist U.S.-made helicopters fired 
two missiles toward their vehicle,” 
the statement said. 


Wednesday’s strike, near the 
Jewish settlement of Netzarim, 
came just five days after Israeli heli- 
copters fired missiles at a car in the 
same area, killing three militants 
of the Islamic Jihad group. 

There has been some expectation 
that Israel would step up its strikes 
against militants in Gaza ahead of a 
proposed withdrawal. Israeli Prime 
Minister Ariel Sharon has said he 


would dismantle most Israeli set- 
tlements in the strip and impose 
a boundary on the Palestinians 
if talks on the U.S. -backed “road 
map” peace plan remain frozen. 

The prospect of an Israeli with- 
drawal has also helped fuel inter- 
nal Palestinian strife in Gaza, with 
armed gangs and corrupt members 
of the security forces jockeying for

Stickers on prophylactic 
packages urge citizens 
to stand up’ to Mugabe 

HARARE, ZIMBABWE | Human rights 
activists have launched a “revolu- 
tionary condoms” campaign in 
Zimbabwe, using stickers on con- 
dom packages to urge people to 
“stand up” against President Robert 
Mugabe’s autocratic rule. 

State radio on Wednesday blamed 
the United States, the largest suppli- 
er of condoms to Zimbabwe, claim- 
ing the bright stickers that started 
appearing on condom packages in 


recent days are “part of U.S. gov- 
ernment plans for regime change.” 
U.S. officials said they had nothing 
to do with the campaign, however, 
and a secretive group calling itself 
Zvakwana, or “Enough is Enough,” 
claimed responsibility. 

Zimbabwe was plunged into its 
worst political and economic crisis 
since independence from Britain 
when the government began seiz- 
ing thousands of white- owned 
farms for redistribution to blacks 
in 2000. Mugabe’s government has 
also cracked down on dissent, arrest- 
ing opposition leaders, human rights 
activists and journalists, (ap)

Judge Seeks Evaluation 
Of Tractor Man’ Watson 


WASHINGTON | It was supposed to 
be a sentencing hearing for the 
man who used a tractor and a 
bomb threat to disrupt the nation’s 
capital just days before the inva- 
sion of Iraq. 

But there was a sudden twist 
Wednesday, with the judge 
instead ordering Dwight Ware 
Watson — dubbed “Tractor Man” 
by Washington area commuters — 
to undergo a mental evaluation.

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‘Pothole Killer’ Rolls Out 
On Virginia’s Highways 


CHANTILLY, VA. I This is one killer 
you want roaming the streets. 

Virginia Department of 
Transportation officials on 
Wednesday unveiled their newest 
weapon in the war on those nerve- 
jarring craters blighting the roads 
of the commonwealth. Dubbed the 
“Pothole Killer,” it holds the promise 
of filling more than TOO holes per 
day with what VDOT promises is 
a quicker, better patch. 

A crew working with shovels 
can manually fill 40 to 60 pot- 
holes a day. 

In many ways it looks like a regu- 
lar truck — but with one very obvi- 
ous difference. An arm -like device 
sticks out some nine feet in front. 
And from it pours a hot asphalt mix, 
followed by dry rock. 

VDOT has contracted with 
Patch Management, Inc., of 
Morrisville, Pa., to test the machine

Gonchar sent to Boston for Morrisonn, picks 


PRO HOCKEY I The Washington 
Capitals traded defenseman Sergei 
Gonchar to the Boston Bruins on 
Wednesday in the latest cost-cutting 
maneuver by the struggling team. 

The Bruins dealt Shaone 
Morrisonn and first- and second- 
round selections in the 2004 draft 
for the 29 -year-old Gonchar, Boston 
general manager Mike O’Connell 
announced. 

Gonchar was leading the 
Capitals with 42 assists and 49 


points in 56 games. He had four 
power-play goals and 11 multiple - 
point games. Morrisonn had one 
goal and six assists for Boston in 
27 games this season. 

Gonchar, the leading scorer 
among NHL defensemen this sea- 
son, follows Steve Konowalchuk, 
Jaromir Jagr, Peter Bondra and 
league scoring leader Robert Lang 
out the door in Washington. 

Capitals general manager 
George McPhee said he was only 


considering deals in which the 
Capitals would get a young defen- 
seman in return. 

The trade leaves Washington 
without a player with more than 
27 points this season.

Subjects of ‘Whole’ 
want to lose a limb 
to find themselves 

F I L M I There were 19th- century men 
who were sexually obsessed with 
handkerchiefs. Got your attention 
now? Well get this: There are 21st- 
century people obsessed with ampu- 
tation. On themselves. Now don’t 
you miss the good old days? 

The documentary, “Whole,” 
directed by Melanie Gilbert and 


serving as one of the focal points 
for this weekend’s D.C. Independent 
Film Festival, lets these people 
speak for themselves. This, in 
part, is because there’s no one else 
to speak for them. 

No major studies have analyzed 
the condition becoming known as 
Body Integrity Identity Disorder. 
Psychiatry offers no tailored 
therapy. Instead, there are a few 
surgeons who have consented to 
remove silly vestigial appendages 
— like legs and arms. So much for 


that Hippocratic Oath. 

Even the wannabe amputees 
admit the whole thing is odd. But 
they claim that, like transvestites 
and transsexuals, they only feel fully 
themselves after surgery. It’s the way 
they admit it — with charm, can- 
dor and articulate likability — that 
makes the film more than a freak 
show. They’re baffled, and so we feel 
for their predicament. Sort of. 

The clinicians are the ones who 
come off as freaks here. One pair 
sponsors meetings of wannabes 
with the aim to “facilitate treat- 
ment.” Meaning surgical treat- 
ment, not psychiatric — has the 
possibility of alternative treat- 
ments never occurred to health 
professionals? They express full 
certainty that amputation is the

That’s the lesson to be learned 
from “Jay Stuckey: Airplanes,” now 
on view at Strand on Volta. 

Virtually every guy who grew up 
on “Thirty Seconds over Tokyo” (the 
movie, not the song) and “Baa Baa 
Black Sheep” (the TV series, not the 
nursery rhyme) made crude but 
exuberant drawings where gnat- 
like clouds of prop -engine fight- 
ers faced off in mammoth dogfights 
or harassed a hulking bomber as it 
lumbered back to base. 

But there’s little chance your 
World War II fantasies were exe- 
cuted on the scale of Stuckey’s 
“Orange Airplanes” (68 inches 
by 162 inches). And your scratch- 
ings probably didn’t come close to 
achieving the density of the D.C.- 
raised painter’s “Green Swarm,” 
which makes a savagely gleeful 
joke about the “allover” composi- 
tions of Jackson Pollock.

Missus in a Burka 


A British housewife 
looks for romanticism 
in unforgiving places 

S TAG E I An educated Afghan woman, 
fed up during the era of American 
support for the Taliban, screams at 
a Westerner: “You love the Taliban 
so much, bring them to New York! 
Well don’t worry, they’re coming to 
New York! Americans!” 

Recent history? No, the most 
eerily prescient line of Tony 
Kushner’s “Homebody/Kabul.” The 
play, written before 9/11, opened in 
New York shortly after the disaster, 
to no small controversy. 

Tony Kushner, however, eats 
controversy for breakfast. How 
else would a gay, Jewish socialist 
become a celebrated playwright? 
His ambitious recipe of AIDS, 
Reagan-era politics, millennial 
fever and Mormonism resulted 
in a Pulitzer Prize for “Angels in 
America.” The seven-hour, two- 
part Broadway epic was recently 
broadcast as an HBO production 
starring A1 Pacino, Meryl Streep 
and Emma Thompson. 

Now “Homebody/Kabul” comes 
to the District in a co-production 
from Woolly Mammoth and Theatre 
J. The homebody of the title is a mid- 
dle-aged British woman infatuat- 
ed with ancient stories and trav- 
elogues from Afghanistan. She 


imagines herself speaking fluent 
Pashto and romancing an Afghan 
merchant. 

Kabul is where her hapless 
husband and misfit daughter find 
themselves after she disappears. 

The reports suggest their for- 
mer homebody has died, or maybe 
taken the veil and married a Muslim 
man. As the westerners negotiate 
the distant, difficult yet beautiful 
country, they encounter opium, the 
grave of Cain and the mad librar- 
ian who wishes the Taliban upon 
America. Their lost loved one won’t 
be so easily found. 

Kushner’s restless imagina- 
tion anticipated the turn the larg- 
er American imagination would 
take beginning in late 2001. 
Judging from Kushner’s previous 
output, the “Taliban” the playwright 
imagines for America would like- 
ly prefer power ties and the New 
Testament over turbans and the 
Quran. 

Then again, to be a playwright 
is to be, at some level, a roman- 
tic. And Kushner acknowledges 
the romantic impulse that might 
lead a spiritually parched woman 
to renounce her beloved books and 
Sinatra songs for an austere, obscure 
and possibly more fulfilling call- 
ing.

TELEVISION I “The Sopranos” is back, 
and all is wrong with the world. 

The TV drama every other 
drama series is measured against is 
returning to face the ultimate chal- 
lenge: getting measured against its 
own past. 

And it measures up — especially 
after last season, which didn’t. 

Last season, “The Sopranos” 
was gripped by tension. Week 
after week, the pressure built. As 
if resigned to inevitable doom, 
mobster Tony Soprano and every- 
one around him — and the series 
— sank into a funk. 

Now, as “The Sopranos” begins 
its fifth season Sunday at 9 p.m. on 
HBO, it seems headed on a differ- 
ent, more rewarding track. 

Warning: Spoilers ahead. 

Tony (James Gandolfini), his 
wife (Edie Falco), and other key 
characters have lost their bearings. 
Too much has changed, too much is 
uncertain. One cause of shattered 
equilibrium is the arrival of several 
new mobsters who, jailed during the 
crackdown on organized crime in 
the 1980s, are out. 

“Class of 2004,” Uncle Junior 
(Dominic Chianese) sums up sour- 
ly — “old rats on a new ship.” 

It isn’t long before former mob 
boss Feech La Manna (Robert 
Loggia) is telling Tony, “Now that 
I’m out. I’d like to get back in the 
game.” 


Also back on the streets is a cous- 
in, Tony Blundetto (played by Steve 
Buscemi), whom Soprano wants 
back in the family business. 

No thanks, says “Tony B.” Once 
a rising star in the mob, he now 
intends to go straight. 

The life of Tony’s nephew 
Christopher (Michael Imperioli) 
hangs in the balance: He’s kicked 
booze and drugs. But how long can 
he hold out? And Christopher’s 
fiancee Adriana (Drea de Matteo) 
remains conflicted as she’s forced 
to inform on Christopher and the 
rest of the mob. How long can she 
reconcile her two lives?
